Owners—AUo an Able Advocate of Frm 
Coinage at 10 to 1—Enormous Profits of 


i Silver Mine* In Which Ha Wa> Inter- 


ested—The Yellowest GoldbU£ lu Amer- 
ica— Arguments Never Since Answered 
by Anybody. 


Dr. S. A.-Robinson has been looking 


np Senator Stewart's history and record 
ou the money arid silver question. He 
has struck a rich lead. It is well known 
that Stewart voted for "the crime of 
3873" aud that he was for Eotue time 
afterward D strong advocate of the gold 
standard. It is not, however, generally 
known that he was, in 1874, as yellow 
a goldbug as this country ever produced 
and that he made some of the strongest 
arguments ever used for the single gold 
standard—arguments that neither he 
Bor any one else has since answered or 
can answer satisfactorily. We print be- 
low apartef Dr. Bobinson's article aud 
a part of the matter which he hua quoted 
from Senator Stewart's speeches in the 
senate: 


Senator William M. Stewart of Ne- 


vada was an uncompromising advocate 
of the gold standard until the close of 
his second term in the United States 
senate. He was elected senator in 1864, 
and re-eleSted in 1869, his last term 
closing March 3, 1875, more than two 
years after the coinage act, which he 
now calls "the crime of 1878, "was pass- 
ed. He was a member of the senate dur- 
ing the three years that that act was 
under consideration, and is recorded as 
voting for it on Jan. 10, 1871, which 
•was the only yea and nay vote takefi on 
it in the senate, and is said to have 
voted for its final passage. He began 
the study of law early in 1852. and was 
appointed district attorney in December 
of that year, and in 1854 became attor- 
ney general and settled in San Fran- 
cisco. Later he removed to Downie- 
ville, Cal., where he devoted himself to 
the study and practice of the laws that 
relate to mining and similar processes. 
In 1860 he removed to Virginia City, 
Nev., and was immediately retained in 
almost every case of importance before 
the higher courts. To his efforts it 
mainly dne the permanent settlement of 
the titles of nearly all the mines of the 
great Comstock lode. 


In 18C1 lie was chosen a member of 


the territorial counsel aud in 1863 he 
was elected n member of the constitu- 
tional convention. This brief elietch of 
his life up to the time of his election to 
the United States senate, taken in con- 
nection with the fact that he had served 
in that body continuously from 1864 
until Feb. 12, 1878, when the coinage 
act, which he now condemns, was 
passed, makes it seem impossible that ho 
did not thoroughly understand every 
provision of tho said coinage act. Sena- 
tor Stewart was undoubtedly one of the 
best equipped men in the senate to pass 
upon such a meaeure. He was wonder- 
fully keen and alert, and as a represent- 
ative of the state more largely interested 
in silver than any other the probability 
of his being ignorant of any provision 
of it after it had been under considera- 
tion from April 25, 1870, to Feb. 12, 
1873, 
aud been debated until the discus- 


sion filled 144 columns of The Globe, is 
so slight as to re.uder any claim to that 
effect incredible. 


The truth is that Mr. Stewart was a 


most determined and able advocate of 
the single gold standard, as the follow- 
ing extracts from speeches made by him 
long after the passage of that act abun- 
dantly prove. He said, ' 'I want the 
standard gold and no paper money not 
redeemable in gold."

the Army Worm. 


tfntil recently but little 'trouble has 


been experienced in the eastern and 
middle states with one 6f the mostdisas- 
trous plagues of the western farmers. 
This is thp army worm, a product of the 
eggs of a large brown miller. The worm 
is from 1 to 1 ,l£ inches long, light blue 
or gray in color, vrith brown and yellow 
stripes lengthwise on its back. This -en- 
•oil these pests arc making sad havoc 
with corn, oats and grass in several lo- 
calities in Now Yqrii, Pennsylvania aud 
iu southern N?vv England. 


The ways of destroying the array 


worm are many, but the best means of 
combating it, according to The New 
England Homestead, consists mainly in 
plowing a furrow to keep it off the 
land, one of its sWes to be made perpen- 
dicular so the worms cau't climb up, 
and holes to be dug in it at intervals, 
into which the worms fall when they 
are covered with kerosene and burned. 
All this involves work, but it is effect- 
ive if taken in time. The reassuring 
feature of the present invasion is that 
most of the worms already have on their 
backs many eggs of a minute fly that 
will hatch into minute slugs, or para- 
sites, that will feed on the worms and 
destroy them by the million, or prevent 
the pnpse from hatching.

pared with a week ago. How much 
gold has been ordered cannot be posi- 
tively stated, but it ie announced that 
Lazard Freree had ordered S3,«09,000 
in gold from London by aext Satur- 
day'* steamer, and that other orders 
would be given or had already been 
pieced. Some of the leading associated 
banks, it ie said, have helped to bring 
about the importations ot geld by 
lending money for the purchase of 
commercial bills against cotton, etc., 
going- forward at rates which permit 
gold to be imported at a, profit. This 
tend&at onoe ta relieve the pressure 
from the country banks for money to 
more the orops. Bankers reported to- 
day in corroborated of this view that 
there was a decrease in the demand 
for time loans, although the high rates 
for such loans were still maintained. 
The call money market ia also distinct- 
ly easier.

The sterling exchange market is 


practically demoralized. Banker's de- 
mand bills were sold at 4. 83, a rate, it 
was said, which would under certain 
circumstance* permit the importation 
of gold without loss. As commercial 
hills are being bought for less it is un- 
necessary to speculate how gold can 
be imported at this time at a profit. 
There were, however, numerous re- 
ports in circulation to account for the 
fall in exchange and the importation 
of gold. One was to the effect that 
the gold was to be brought here as the 
result of a triangular operation In 
which the German bank was the party 
of tbe third part. The price at which 
the gold can be bought in Europe un- 
doubtedly plays aa important part ia 
the transaction. 
Another reported 


reason for the break in sterling was 
that a large amount of exchange bad 
been released, that is, thrown on the 
market by those who bought it to 
board. Some of these were said to be 
banks who had given the government 
some of their gold in exchange for 
legal tenders a few weeks ago and had 
hedged, that is, protected themselves 
by purchasing sterling. The last re- 
port, it may be said, lacked confirma- 
tion. 


iMrewed Clronlatloa BT Banks. 


In connection with the efforts to re- 


lieve the pressure for time money from 
country banks it U learned that sev- 
eral banks had this week increased 
their circulation for that purpose, 
thereby also enabling some of the for- 
eign bankers and others to purchase 
commercial bills of exchange. Some 
of the banks, besides using their own 
bonds for that purpose, have lent for- 
eign bankers money on the United 
States bonds they purchased at the 
time of the last government loan. The 
loans run for a year and the banks 
have the use of the bonds for the pur- 
pose of taking out circulation. This 
some of them have done to their full 
limit, that is, 90 per cent of their capi- 
tal. Thus a double purpose is served 
by the transaction. It is estimated 
that between three and four million 
dollars will be added to the circulation 
in that way this week, all of which 
gate to the relief of the time money 
market and aids in moving t he crops.

LEAF TOBAOCOoCROP. 


Hlgh.it Uniform Quality and Yield ft* 


Aor* Ever Hat-veiled. 


Springfield, Mass., Aug. 20.— More 


than half of the cigar leaf tobacco crop 
grown in the United States has been 
safely housed, and up to date returns 
te New England Homestead warrant 
in pronouncing it the highest uniform 
ijuality and largest yield per acre ever 
harvested. Returns show 38,000 plant- 
ers of this crop this year compared to 
35,000 in 1692, while about 63,000 acres 
were devoted to oigar leaf this year 
compared to 100,000 in '02. This is ex- 
clusive of Florida, where considerable 
interest in the crop has been shown 
and where leaf of particularly fine 
quality has been produced by experi- 
enced native and Cuban planters. If 
the now unaarvest crop average* in 
yield with that a)**ady out the crop 
will equal 239,600 easel (350 pounds to 
the case). The quality promises to be 
equal, if not superior, to that of the 
famous 'M crop, which made over 300, - 
000 cases. 
The proportion of the crop 


suitable for wrapper leaf promises to 
be large.
